5p3rlcs from r, M^rlc 

On June 6 of this year, I celebrated the 20th anniversary of my ordination to the 
priesthood of Jesus Christ. I am amazed that half of my priesthood has been right 
here at Our Lady of the Black Hills in Piedmont. I am grateful for the way this 
parish commimity has formed, shaped, taught and trained me in how to be the 
priest I am today. I appreciate your patience and kindness as I have discovered 
over the past 10 years, an ever deepening presence of Christ in my live, especially 
through the contemplative dimension of the gospel. 

As a priest, you have allowed me into your lives and into your homes in 
moments of great joy and celebration through the birth of a child, through the 
Sacraments of Baptism, Reconciliation, Eucharist, Confirmation, and Marriage. It 
has been a great gift to journey with those who have joined the Catholic faith 
through RCIA or have returned to the Catholic faith after being away for a 
number of years. You have allowed me into your lives and into your homes in 
moments of great sadness and difficulties through illness, divorce, and death. As 
a priest, I have been changed by these moments of joy, celebration, sadness and 
difficulties of life. Thank you for trusting me to walk with you in these moments 
of grace. 

I have been blest to work with an outstanding parish staff, deacons, 
commissioned lay ministers, and numerous volimteers in different ministries and 
committees that continue to make Our Lady of the Black Hills a vibrant 
community of faith. In which you will continue to be nourished through the 
sacramental way of life, learning to pray, play and worship together, so that you 
might live the teachings of Jesus Christ and become loving servants to all. 

As a priest, I know that I am called to act in the persona Christi—in the person 
of Christ. I know throughout the 10 years of being your pastor and shepherd I 
have not lived up to this call at times and I ask for your forgiveness if I have hurt 
or wounded you in any way by my own human weakness and sinfulness. 

The last three weeks I have been praying the Divine Mercy Chaplet for all 
those I have hurt in this parish community, through my ministry as pastor, asking 
for the intercession of St. Faustina, through mercy and forgiveness of Christ that 
these relationships might be healed and restored to new life as I prepare to leave 
this parish community, I have come to love deeply. 

The last three weeks I have also been praying the Reconciliation Eucharistic 
Prayer II; where here in the preface, "In the midst of conflict and division, we 
know it is you who turn our minds to thoughts of peace. Your spirit changes our 
hearts: enemies begin to speak to one another, those who were estrange joined 
hands in friendship, and nations seek the way of peace together. Your spirit is at 
work when imderstanding puts an end to strife, when hatred is quenched by 
mercy, and vengeance gives way to forgiveness. For this we should never cease to 
thank and praise you." The prayer goes on to say, "fill us with his Spirit through 
our sharing in this meal, may He take away all that divides us." This will be my 
prayer in my hope this weekend.
